The water engineers Tuesday 
night were paid $600 for the 
survey which was filed with the 
city two weeks ago, and it was 
indicated that at the May 7 
conference, they will consult 
with the members of the City 
Council on the long range water 
development program which 
might result from the estab 
llshment of a municipal service 
In the Walterla area. 

The engineers said that to ac­ 
quire the Quandt system for 
about $40,000, utilizing only 
parts of that system which are 
jf to standard or will do, and 
improve the system to put It In 
first class condition will cost 
about $187,000, including the 
Durchase price. 

Two other proposals were 
made, one being to extend the 
metropolitan water mains and 
nstallatlon of parallel "lines at 
a cost of about $143,600, and the 
other being to install a separate 
system developing an independ­ 
ent supply, to cost about $144,- 
200. 

While each proposal has merit, 
officials pointed out Tuesday 
night, sentiment seems to be in 
'avor of the Quandt deal since 
;he district could "go Into busi­ 
ness'" immediately after the 
water district is formed and 
bonds voted. 

It is proposed to establish a 
district taking In all the area 
south of Sepulveda blvd. and 
west of Crenshaw, . with the ex­ 
ception of Cliffton Riviera. 

Another topic of consultation 
with the water engineers will 
>e a proposal for a survey, of 
he north Torrance area with 
he view of Installing municipal 

service there. 
This has been proposed by 

Mayor W. H. Tolson as a part 
of a citywide water develop­ 
ment plan.

concerned provided that the sig 
nal prescribed for the announce 
ment of an air raid is not used 
for any other purpose.'

geles, was removed with seri­ 
ous burns from the Torrance 
hospital to Seaside hospital In 
Long Beach. A third man who 
was injured in the blast, J. R. 
Ensminger, 29, of 11013 Prairie 
ave., Ingle wood, also was taken 
to Seaside hospital. 

The terrific shock of the ex­ 
plosion, caused by leaking gas, 
of the butadiene tank was felt 
as far away as in Long Beach, 
and the brilliant flare of the 
fire lighted Torrance brighter 
than the sun's rays on a hot 
day, for a few seconds. 

The explosion and fire did an 
estimated $200,000 damage to 
the $20,000,000 Defense Plant 
Corp. butadiene synthetic rub­ 
ber works at 19821 S. Figueroa 
st. In the Torrance area early 
yesterday. 

E. S. Bodine, plant manager' 
who made the estimate of dam­ 
age, said the blast probably was 
the result of a gas leakage ig­ 
nited by boilers. The explosion, 
he said, occurred In what he 
called a surge drum containing 
400 barrels of butadiene. 

One end of the big drum was 
blown 200 yards, landing in the 
street a few feet from the ad­ 
ministrative offices. 

Federal Facility 
The plant is a Federal facility 

owned by the D.P.C. and op­ 
erated by the Shell Chemical Di­ 
vision of the Shell -Union Oil 
Corp. as one unit in a series of 
mammoth operation In this area 
which produce a sizeable propor­ 
tion jof _the nation's synthetic .. 
rubber.
